Next Tuesday, April 23 the 
Hartnell College :Choir will em- 
bark upon the most ambitious 
project of its long and illustrious 
career—a five day tour of Cali- 
fornia. 


The Hartnell College Choir 
has been under the direction of 
Dr. Vahe Aslanian since 1950. 
It has participated in the festi- 
vals of the Northern California 
Junior College Choral Associa- 
tion at Stanford University, Col- 
lege of the Pacific, San Francis- 
co State College and San Jose 
State College. It has been rep- 
resented at all Western Division 
Junior College Chorus at the 
MENC. Division Conference at 
Long Beach, California in 1965. 
Among the major choral works 
performed by the Hartnell Col- 
lege Choir are: J. S. Bach’s 
Motets and Cantatas, Christmas 
Oratorio by Camille Saint-Saens, 
Chamber Mass by Antonio Vi- 
valdi, Easter Cantata by Alan 
Hovhaness, Messiah by G. F. 
Handel, and Coronation Mass 
by W. A. Mozart. 


In. 1966 the choir commis- 
sioned Lou Harrison to compose 
the Easter Cantata while he was 
in residence at Hartnell College. 
This year Kirke Mechem has 
been commissioned to write a 
choral piece entitled “Pied 
Beauty” for the choir. 

On April 23 the choir will 
perform at the First Presbyterian 
Church, Glendale, and at 11:30 
at Moorpark College in Moor- 
park; April 24 at 11 am. they 
will be at Orange Coast College, 
Costa Mesa, and at 8 p.m. they 
will be at Cypress College in 
Cypress, and at 4 p.m. they will 
be at Fullerton College. On 
April 25 they will. appear at 
CJCMEA Southern Section 
Choral Festival, Glendale €ol- 
lege, Glendale, and on the 27th 


at 8 p.m. they will be at Grace 
Lutheran Church in King City. 
April 30 they will present a 
home concert at Hartnell Col- 
lege in Salinas at 8 p.m. 
- The tour repertoire contains 
pieces by Brahms Zimmerman, 
Haydn and many others. One 
number called Responsori del 
mercoledi_ glovedi, a venerdi, 
santo by Leonardo Lee was 
transcribed and edited by Dr. 
Aslanian himself. The choir will 
be doing some secular music, 


too, including Afton Water by 
Edmund Rubbra and the Geo- 
graphical Fugue by Ernst Toch. 
The Chamber Singers will sing 
the same numbers they sang at 
the American River College En- 
semble Festival of Northern Cal- 
ifornia.

EDITORIAL 


There are a few things about which I must say something. It’s 
been a while since I have written for the paper, thanks to the tre- 
mendous student response in the last few weeks. Those who con- 
tributed, I thank you. 

There has been a lot of poison in the school, between various 
factions, The backbiting, and dirty fighting has been such that it is 
hard to tell just who is right and who is wrong. That could be 
because both sides in their eagerness to wipe each other out have 
passed the boundaries of propriety and have degenerated to packs 
of children who are angry because their pride has been hurt and 
are now ready, willing and, in some cases, able to inflict maximum 
damage on the sources of pain. 

The people I am speaking of are made up in large part of 
commissioners, supposedly one of the more noble forms on the 
Hartnell campus. There has been a sort of unholy war going on 
between two groups within the commission, Lately it has gone 
beyond the ethical limits and the parties involved are now busily 
searching out the means to destroy one another, and they are suc- 
ceeding to the extent that they are very close to a showdown, one 
that would have disastrous results . . . for both sides. What I am 
trying to point out to you, the students, is that the entire thing is 
childish and if it is allowed to continue, an otherwise petty quarrel 
will erupt into a devastation that could, literally wreck at least 
three people that I know of and possibly more. I realize that both 
sides are so deeply entrenched in this “epic struggle” that it is 
nearly impossible to escape but if they continue this idiocy they 
are fools. 

You as students should realize that you are no better or worse 
than those you elect. Last year you elected people who are incom- 
patible. In some cases you elected people who are incompetent .. . 


To the Editor of the 
Panther Sentinel: 

As a long time student (this is 
my fourth semester) of Hartnell 
College, I feel that I have a 
mora] obligation to warn my fel- 
low students of a concerted ef- 
fort to take control of this school 
by a small, nonrepresentative, 
activist group. 

In the recent ASB elections 
only 480 students voted; 302 
voted for Stark. We cannot al- 
low this minority (not quite one- 
eighth of the ASB) to dictate to 
the majority. We cannot toler- 
ate having this tiny group dis- 
rupting the campus with posters 
and signs, and forcing us to ac- 
cept their so-called freely elect- 
ed leader. 

It is time for the vast, silent 
majority of Hartnell students to 
speak out—to tell this activist 
group that they must stop their 
activities NOW.

As you can see, things have not been too peaceful around 
Hartnell, which is not a bad thing when you stop and think about 
it, but there are a lot of ridiculous things going on that simply 
should not among supposedly mature young adults. Please think 
before you act and when you act, act responsibly. Things like this 


going on at Hartnell hurt us all, 
okay?

When I registered this semes- 
ter I decided that it was time 
for me to become involved in 
what was “really happening” at 
Hartnell Junior College. I

MUTINY TRIAL REPORT 


BUILDING T-20 EAST GARRISON: GUILTY OR ? 


FORT ORD—Fourteen young 
men are facing a general court- 
martial here for acts of mutiny 
allegedly committed at the San 
Francisco Presidio stockade. The 
trial was transferred to Fort 
Ord’s East Garrison sector at the 
order of the Sixth Army Com- 
mander in order to avoid sen- 
sationalizing the court-martial. 

Military police surrounded the 
court and press buildings, guard- 
ed the streets immediately in 
front of the courtroom and areas 
surrounding the courtroom as far 
as two miles away. Maximum 
security precautions existed as 
though we were, in fact, in 
Vietnam. 

Ford Ord, apparently unac- 
customed to such high military 
proceedings, made a weak at- 
tempt to “spruce up” the area 
for the occasion. A coat of fresh 
pastel green paint applied to two 
buildings made the location of 
the mutiny trial stand out like 
the proverbial sore thumb 
against the background of the 
other seemingly untouched tan 


| World War II buildings. 


The courtroom still smelled of 
new paint as the 14 defendants 
sat in semicircle behind their de- 
fense attorneys to my right as I 
entered the court. The 14, 
though individuals, were being 
tried in-mass, and as a collective 
group looked lost and bewild- 
ered by the proceedings. 

To the left sat the prosecu- 
tion; at the apex of the triangle

The gallery, which normally 
would only house witnesses in a 
less spectacular trial, was crowd- 
ed with what appeared to be a 
living collage of foot-weary 
peace demonstrators which had 
located a temporary place in the

| gallery was in fact made up of 
relatives friends and associates 
of the 14. The gallery, there- 
fore, served as a pictorial dis- 
play of the influences and back- 
ground which possibly motivated 
the alleged mutinous act of 
these men, and perhaps revealed 
what might constitute a part of 
their defense. 

The overall aura of the court 
was that of a dress rehearsal for 
the “real thing.” But for the 14, 
this was real.
